You havo referred to the Warren Commission y»^iolding to 
political pressure, and never examining tJie autopsy 
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L'ell I didn't go inta tho cotail there but his trip to Russia 
raised a number or* questions that ua wanted to gat into, for 
example uhon any American went to Russia and renounceo his 
American citizenship and subsequently changed his mind and 
wanted to come back to this ccuntyy, upon returning to this.- 
country there uas a thorough do-briefing by the CIA, but with 
one exception as far as ua coulo ascertain, Csuald, ana that 
raised a lot of ouestions* uhy the excoption, why uas he not 
debriefed by tho CIA.

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In addition, uhon an American marries a Russian! woman and 
attempts to got her back into this country there uas normally e.

I I certainly came to the conclusion that there was .some actiui 
by the CIA uith Oswald er prior to the assassination of Preside 
Kennedy that in no uay is tobe interpreted as meaning that they 
ware uith Uswaid in Qoaaaainating President Konnadyk but that 
they had had some contacts whether they wore using him as a 
source of information in Russia, whether or/they were utilising 
his name for soma purposes I don't know, I nov/er got that far 
along the road but it uas more than maraly the fact tho CIA 
and an Osdjald and nav/er did tha two meet.

Tha CIA agent 7 said that he uas asked by the CIA to help 
fabricate Gv/idonce about Oswald having bean seen in I'laxlco City 
do you find that plausible.

I can*t say for sure, but it must have been, you know, 
people in hi{jh - responsible areas of the Government; I 
Just quoting now - I*m not quoting, I mean I*m just 
speculating, it could have been, you know, the - the 
Department of State, or it could have been somebody in 
the Prosidontial aide, soino of thoso pooplo, but as you 
have - as you havo seen, from the Watergate incidonts, 
that there were a lot of pressure put on people in that 
case, about certain tilings; now I can see how maybe

thoee isaine peopie,.or people that held their positions at 
the time, v/ould be trying to suppress certain evidence. 
Uliat sort of people, what sort of pressure was brought 
to bear on you at this end, in Dallas? 

Well/ the piressuro that I received here was mostly to

get all the evidence that we liad and send it to Washingt 
and that was coming - I*m sure that came from Hoover, 
wliore it was coming from. He felt like, I*m sure, that 
if he could get all that evidence in the laboratory up 
in W'ashington, then he could see what he wanted to do 
with it. Had it been loft in Dallas, and - there would 
have been no cover-up of ar^y kind of the evidence, what- 
ever might have been xaiaxi revealed in that evidence 
^vould have been made public. And I thinl: that's the way 
it should have been. The President's dead, the event ha 
occurred, you're doing everything you can to clear it up 
and I couldn't — I couldn't see why someone would be so 
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secretive about some of tiio activities of ttie other 
QGoncies involved. As you know, the F.13.I. were adamant 
In their denial of any - any knowledge of Oswald, and 
the C.I.A. - they never contacted me to this clay, that I 
know of, if they did tliey did it under a subterfuge of 
something else, because I was never talked to by a C.I.A. 
agent . 

Well lot's talk about tho F.li.I. for the moment: the

F.B.I* recently admitted that a note was delivered to 
their office here, by Lee Harvey Oswald, just before the 
assassination, and that that vital evidence v/aa destroyed,

throvv'n down the toilet. Ifliat's your reaction to that? 

I think that it was a stupid thing to do, I think that 
any good investigator would want all of the evidence, 
and he would, do evorytliing he could to preaei^e the 
evidence, so the idea that tJiis - this, I Icnow, must 
have been a part of the - tho cover-up the F.li.I. was 
making, saying that they didn't Icnow anything about 
Oswald.
